4. To hear the report of the Taxpayers’ Committee and take prop- 
er action on the recommendations, budget and tax rate recommended 
by said Committee, and to elect to said Committee, for three year 
terms, a sufficient number of ae hitet to fill the membership quota 
of said Committee. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate One Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) to aid in the support of the Brandon Free 
Public Library. This appropriation is included in the budget. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate money for the prop- 
er observance of Memorial Day. One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) is in- 
cluded in the budget for this appropriation. 


%. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of One Hun- 
dred Fifty Dollars ($150.00) for maintenance of the free burial grounds 
belonging to the town in Pine Hill Cemetery. This appropriation is in- 
cluded in the budget. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of One 
Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) for mosquito control work in the Town of 
Brandon. This appropriation is included in the budget. 


9. Will the Town authorize the Selectmen to acquire by gift or pur- 
chase land for a municipal forest, to promote reforestation, water con- 
servation and good forestry practices? 


10. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of Three Hun- 
dred Dollars ($300.00) to be used in co-operation with State and Federal 
funds for controlling the spread of White Pine Blister Rust within the 
Town. This appropriation is included in the budget.

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HEALTH COMMITTEE’S REPORT FOR 1957 


January 14, 1958 
To Board of Selectmen, Brandon, Vermont 


Routine water samples were collected from various 
sections of Brandon and examined by the State Dept. of 
Health. With the exception of a period of about two weeks 
during the fall when Fern Lake water had to be used be- 
cause of the drought, all reports have been consistently 
good. There have been, however, two very small areas in 
Forest Dale where it has been difficult to maintain a sani- 
tary water supply. There has been considerable improve- 
ment in the water over that of the preceding year and 
credit is due the members of the Prudential Committee and 
Board of Selectmen who have been very cooperative. 


The Town of Brandon has been fortunate, again, in 
having escaped any serious epidemic. There were, in the 
fall, more than the usual number of respiratory illnesses 
for that time of the year but this was epidemic throughout 
the country. 


Physical examinations and inoculations of the pre- 
school children and public school children were conducted 
by the local physicians with the generous aid of members 
of the PTO, local nurses and others. 


Sanitary conditions in the local schools and other pub- 
lic places were found to be satisfactory. 


A negligible number of sanitary violations were in- 
vestigated and, in each incident the violation was uninten- 
tional and promptly corrected.

The town of Brandon at the Annual Town Meeting 
March 5-57 approved the appropriation of $300.00 to be used 
in cooperation with State and Federal funds for controlling 
the spread of white pine blister rust in the town of Brandon, 
NV Are 


The work of actually eradicating currant and goose- 
berry bushes was started Aug. 5 and completed Aug. 17. A 
crew of six men was employed in doing the work. The 
areas eradicated were selected by the district leader with 
the approval of the town officials. The areas eradicated are 
located for the most part in the south western section of the 
town. 


Blister Rust was found infecting and killing white pines 
throughout the areas eradicated. However the work ac- 
complished this year will establish control to such an ex- 
tent that if this control is maintained no further damage 
should take place. 


The statistical summary below shows in brief the ac- 
complishments and cost of the control work in 1957. In ad- 
dition to the expenditures by the State and Federal Gov- 
ernments shown in the summary the State and Federal 
Governments furnished equipment and materials for the 
crew and supervision for the work.

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Expense for the Indigent Poor during the year 1957 
which was repaid before closing the books amounted to 
$ 5,874.70 and covered $ 2,750.63 for hospital bills; $1,262.- 
84 for groceries; $ 280.00 rent; $ 272.48 for Convalescent 
Homes, as well as various amounts for fuel, clothing, doc- 
tors, milk, electricity, etc. Credits due from the State on 
above items which had not been received when the books 
were closed December 31st, amount to $ 679.28. Settlement 
of two estates repaid the Town in full for assistance given 
the families before 1957. Another estate which had not been 
settled before the books closed, will cover board and fuel 
during 1957 amounting to $420.60 and hospital and Conval- 
escent Home care of $ 939.24 for the previous year. The 
balance of the cash credits for the year covers accounts 
which are being paid for assistance previous to 1957. 


A large part of the expense for the year was medical 
with many very ill people in Convalescent Homes. With 
one exception, these were all elderly persons whose pen- 
sions were inadequate for their care. 


New pensions and increases in ones already being re- 
ceived were obtained in several instances during the year 
and the Overseer’s Department is working with many state 
agencies in the relief of the needy. 


The work of the Overseer has been increasing steadily 
each year along with the expansion of Social Welfare cov- 
erage and this has increased the clerical and paper work 
until that alone is now equivalent to as many hours per 
week as the average office requires. The other work is now 
all overtime with the Overseer on call at all times, prac- 
tically 24 hour and seven day per week duty. Therefore 
with the closing of the Town Farm and elimination of the 
salary as matron, an adjustment and increase was made 
in both the salary of the Overseer and the pay for clerical 
work. It was also necessary to purchase some office equip- 
ment. 


Eiven with the increase in salary and purchase of 
equipment, the expense of the Poor Department was less 
this past year.

This is the twenty-second annual report which I have 
made to the citizens of Brandon regarding State payments 
in your municipality of various types of assistance and wel- 
fare during 1957. The support and cooperation of town offi- 
cers and people generally over this long period is grate- 
fully acknowledged. We have some measure of responsibi- 
lity for 12,000 individuals and annually spend about six mil- 
lion dollars. 


The total number of recipients in all four programs has 
not changed substantially for several years. Due to the ex- 
tension of Social Security, the number receiving Old Age 
Assistance has declined but those receiving Aid to the Per- 
manently and Totally Disabled have increased. Supplemen- 
tation of inadequate amounts of Social Security benefits is 
an increasing role of Public Assistance. Towns and cities 
participate financially in two of the programs as indicated 
below. Administrative expenses for the four types of Pub- 
lic Assistance have always been among the lowest in the 
nation. In one state the recipient receives less than eighty- 
two cents out of the assistance dollar. In Vermont the re- 
cipient received ninety-six cents.
